Apple pumice (the
pulp of the apple after the juioe has
heen extracted) is purchassd for near-
ly notlting by this enterprising mana-
facturer. It gathered up at all the big
eastern cider factorvies, dried, shipped
to the vinegar works, and piaced in
vats where it is allowed to sour. Then
the stuff is run through the presses
and the resmlt is a vinegar which,
while undeniably ‘‘ pure apple’’ is not
exaotly what it purports to be, and
in the opinioa of the commissioner,
should not be sold in competition with
honest goods.

Right here the manufacturer sharply
difers from the ocommissioner’s
opinio”, and avers that he will con-
tinue to sell his wares az long as he
pleases, as it is pare and strong. That
he has faith in it is ovident from the
fact that it is mold under his best
brand and at the same price chaiged
for his best goods.

THE ORIFLAMB.

A Standard That Has Played a Con-
'."'"" Part In llistery.,
